The heavy. iron rail had been moved 
far enough to one side to give a train 
a plunge down an embankment, and @ 
train going at the rate usually run along 
this point would have meant a terrible 
wreck ahd a certainty of many persons 
and ‘probably, 
many killed. 

It required tools and strength to re- 
move the rail and it is believed the 
work was not that of an ordinary crimi- 
nal, but that the job was done by des- 
perate men skilled in such murderous 
methods to secure booty. 

As soon as the discovery was made the 
railgoad officials were notified and Spe- 
cial Detective Connolly hurried to the 
scene. He communicated with city de- 
tectives and secured a pack of blood- 
hounds. Detective Connolly, who has 
worked many difficult cases for the rail- 
road company, recognized that nothing 
was to be left undone to catch a gang of 
outlaws who had attempted to wreck a 
train whose freight was human beings 
for whose safety the railroad company 
was responsible. The railroad officials 
had acted promptly and the affair will 
be followed up until the guilty wretches 
are brought to justice if possible. 

The tracks of the outlaws could be 
plainly seen near the place where the 
rail had been taken up, and late last even- 
ing the bloodhounds took up the tral. 
There is one dog in the pack that is 
said to be equal to any bloodhound in 
the world, and the city detectives who 
furnished the dog say they believe he 
will run the ‘would-be murderers and 
robbers to cover. 


Scene of the Crime. 

Constitution is a small station on that 
branch of the Southern railroad formerly 
known as the East Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia road, and it is lo¢ated on 
the wagon road to McDon- 
ough. There are only a few people liv- 
ing near the station and the robbers 
would have no trouble in fleecing the 
maimed and dead passengers if their evil 
scheme had been carried out. Et s0 
chanced that a section hand, while walk- 
ing down the track, saw the displaced 


rail. The robbers were probably near by, 


hiding, and left in a great hurry. 

Detective Connolly, with his blood- 
hounds, was still on the trail when last 
heard from.

Senator 
Clay said only those who are in the 
ffooded districts can appreciate the mag- 
nitude of -the logs of life and the de- 
struction of property, especially in South 
Carolina. The senator related his per- 
sonal experience and discomfiture in 
making the trip from his home to Wash- 
ington, which is ordinarily made in twen- 
ty-four hours, but by reason of the floods 
occupied nearly four days. 

Mail Service in Georgia. 

Senator Clay, Representative Livings- 
ton and Adamson called at the postoffice 
department to look into the rural free 
delivery service in their respective locali- 
ties. Senator Clay is interested in hav- 
ing the allowance of the postmistress at 
Acworth returned to its original figure. 
It was Tecently reduced one-half in the 
interest of economy, which Senator Clay 
insists is hurtful to the efficiency of the 
postal service. A spasm of economy is 
now passing over the entire postal ser- 
vice and the most violet attack seems 
to be centered in the southern states. 
It is said that epecial agents and in- 
spectors are now operating in Georgia, 
South Carolina, Florida and other states 
under instruction to cut down the rural 
free delivery service in every direction. 
According to some of the reports al- 
ready turned in, the inspectors seem to 
act as though they were expected to 
make radical reductions all along. the 
line, regardiess of the actual conditions 
under which extension of the mail ser- 
vice have been made. Representative Liv- 
ingston is engaged in a struggle to Indhice 
Fourth Postmaster General Bristow to 
refrain from destroying the efficient. and 
satisfactory rural free delivery system 
now established in his homé™county, of 
Newton. An inspector is now there in- 
tent upon curtailing the service in va- 
rious directions, against the protest 
Colonel Livingston and the citizens» 
Newton county, who enjoy what 
known as the “county’’ or “house 
house’’ system. Colonel Livingston 
also trying to save the official scalp 
a mail carrier named Walter, whose ap- 
pointment is held up by the civil service 
commiszion based on charges that his 
application was made out’ and signed by 
Inspector John W. ArnoM. Mr. Bristow’s 
policy ‘in curtailing the rural delivery 
service in the south is not popular with 
southern congressmen.

DEATH OF HON. JOHN K. GUINN. 


Prominent Citizen of Langdale, Ala., 
Dies After Long. Illness.

Supernumerary J. J. Prather was ar- 
raigned on the charge of being intoxicated 
while on duty. Chief Ball and Captain 
Moon swore he was nearly drunk while 
patrolling a beat on Decatur street last 
week, Prather stated he had drank only 
two bottles of coca-cola. He was dismissed 
from the force. 


Charges Were Dismissed. 

James Denham, a citizen, preferred 
charges against Patrolman Clay because 
the officer was present when a saloon 
keeper named John Smith struck him. He 
said the’ officer took him into the saloon 
wheré hé was struck. Clay showed he 
carried Denham into the saloon to inves-

Refuge in St. Louis. 


St. Louis, June 9.—The Mississippi flood 
which last night began to recede after 
reaching a stage of 375 feet, began a 
rapid rise today, establishing the highest 
Official water mark ever recorded in St. 
Louis. The rise. was rapid after the dawn 
of day, the water creeping from 37.1 feet. 
steadily increasing until at noon the 
stage had reached 37.7 feet. From that 
time until tonight the river remained sta- 
tionary. 

What has caused the rise is problemat- 
ical. Forecaster Bowie says the rise will 
be of short duration, and the decline 
consequently will be rapid. 

A report has been current all day 
that nine persons were drowned by the 
capsizing gf g boat near the Madison 
railroad depot today, but despite all ef- 
forts this report has not been confirmed. 

It is estimated that 8,000 refugees have 
found shelter in St. Louis and vicinity, 
and that 4,000 people are stij) living in 
flooded homes in Granite City, Venice 
and Madison. A supply boat bag been 
outfitted and will make daily trips to re- 
lieve suffering. 

The flood situation in East St. Louis 
is stil] critical. Last night it was be- 
Heved that the flood had been conquered 
and work on the levees was stopped, but 
the additional rise of today caused work 
on the levees to be resumed and all busi- 
ness was abandoned once more. 

The viaduct leading from East S8t. 
Louls to Ead’s bridge, which has been 
the viewing point for thousands of peo- 
ple, was ordered closed today, as it is 
believed the water has weakened the 
abutmefits and rendered the bridge dan- 
gérous,

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MRS. ONIE TANNER, 
Under Arrest at Gainesville Charged with Poiconing Her Husbanc 
Wiley F. Tanner May 23. 
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She Is in Arlington Hotel, Guarded by a Bailiff 
Her Statement to the 
Coroner’s Jury. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 9.—Sheriff Gil- 
mer reached the city at 3 o'clock this 
morning with Mrs. Onie Tanner, for 
whom a warrant for murder was sworn 
out yesterday afternoon by John Tanner, 
her father in law. She was not incar- 
cerated in the jail, the sehriff consenting 
for her to be guarded in a room at the 
Arlington hotel. where Bailiff Lathem is 
watching after her 

Mrs. Tanner was seen today by: your 
correspondent to whom she talked pleas- 
antly and freely upon every subject save 
that of the charge under which she is 
held. In reply to a query, she stated 
that she had been advised, by her attor- 
neys not to, discuss her case,. and fur- 
ther than t& say that she was innocent 
of the crime charged against her; and 
that she fully expected to be freed at the 
commitment trial. She had nothing to 
add-to her statement before the coroner's 
inquest, which is given herewith. 

Mrs. Tanner is a prepossessing little 
woman and tod&y, dressed in a neat- 
fitting suit of black, she appeared more 
like the young wife waiting to receive 
company in her home than the widow 
under arrest, charged with poisoning her 
husband Talking to newspaper men and 
lawyers, employed to defend her fer her 
life, she plainly showed the evident men- 
tal strain she has passed through since 
the tragic death of her husband, two 
weeks ago, and, as she expressed it, all 
the blood was gone frdm her face. With 
dark hair, soft blue eyes, gentle va@ice 
and aie school-girlish appearance, one 
would never pick her out as a woman who 
would be guilty of so heinous a crime as 
she is charged with. 

Only Fifteen Years Old. 

Mrs. Tanner was 15 years-old last De- 
cember. She was married to Wiley Tan- 
ner in March of this year, and they had 
been housekeeping only a few days when 
her husband died under such sensational 
circumstances. Since the death of her 
husband, she has been at the home of 
her father, and last night at 10 o’clock 
the family was in the act of retiring 
when the officer came up with the war- 
rant for the young woman's arrest. 
Hastily, she changed to her best clothes 
and, accompanied by her father, the 
three drove to the city. Mrs. Tanner 
said today it seemed the longest drive 
she ever remembered taking, as the dis- 
tance appeared to be 50 miles, 

Mrs. Tanner was asked to consent for 
her picture to be taken by The Constitu- 
tion artist this afternoon, but at first 
she would not hear to it. When assured 
that a good picture would be made, she 
consented and the artist, accompanied by 
her father, went to her room at the Ar- 
lington and got a good likeness. This 
picture is the first she has had taken 
since she was a child, and The Constitu- 
tion will present her with two of the best 
developed by the artist. The picture 
shows her as she appeared upon her ar- 
rival with the sheriff this morning. 

An effort was made by the defense to 
have a commitment trial held this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, but Solicitor General 
W. A, Charters, who at Dahlonega, 
could not get here, and Colonel Howard 
Thompson, who is assisting the solicitor, 
iss in bed sick. An agreement has been 
reached between counsel. to hold a com- 
mitent trial Thursday afternoon at 2 
o'clock in Justice of the Peace Dorsey’s 
office. Until that time Mrs. Tanner wiil 
remain in custody of the officers at the 
hotel. Colonels H. H. Dean and F. M. 
Johnson have been employed’to defend 
Mrs. Tanner. 


She Makes. a Statement. 


The statement made by Mrs. Tanner 
before the coroner’s inquest, held at 
Chestnut Mountain two weeks ago, is, in 
substance, as follows: 

“My name is Onie Tanner. I am a 
daughter of I. Frank Duncan, of near 
Flowery Branch. I was fifteen years old 
last December and was married to Wylie 
Tanner on March 22 last. Wyle was 19 
years old. After our marriage we moved 
to Mr. Tanner's father’s home and lived 
with them until the Wednesday before 
Mr. Tanner's death. Wylie and I got 
along very nicely and loved each other 
very much and never had any disagree- 
ment. A big yellow dog had been prowl- 
ing around our place for several days 
and nearly every tim. I went out of 
the house I would see him, and he grow!l- 
ed and snapped at me several times. I told 
Wylie about it and he gave me 10 cents to 
send and get some strychnine to poison 
him. I bought 10 cents’ worth of stamps 
with the money and mailed it in a letter 
to M. C. Brown, at Gainesville, for 
strychnine, and in a day or two I re-

ceived @ seply with the strychnine in-

closed, or what I supposed was strych- 
nine. Mr. Tanner and I put all the 
Strychnine in a biscuit and next time the 
dog came around we gave it to him and 
he took it in his mouth and ran off 
with it and I never say him any more. 
This was a week. or ten days before my 
husband was taken sick. 

“On Wednesday, May 20, Wylie and I 
moved away from his father’s to a lit- 
tle home of our own and my™“father 
bought us some furniture and we went 
to housekeeping. Wylie worked very 
bard in ‘moving, but’ complained of not 
feeling well and ate Very little. He felt 
a little better Thuréday. Friday he was 
ir. bed nearly all Wy. Took some pills 
Friday. On Friday night his’ mcther, 
Mrs. John Tanner, sent us over some but- 
termilk, which we’ had for dinner Smt- 
urday. On Saturday W'ylie went to 
piowing and [ got dinner. When he 
came in we both sat down and I poured 
Wylie out some buttermilk. He ate a 
little bread and molasses and then ‘took 
a drink of buttermilk and complained 
that it tasted very sour and handed it 
to me to drink. 1 swallowed a little of 
it, but it tasted so sour that I spit most 
or it out. Wyllie then poured the rest 
of it in the slop bucket and took it out 
and gave it to the pig. In about fifteen 
minutes Wylie began to complain. of a 
great pain in his stomach, and sald, ‘I 
am sick, Onie, and I believe I am going 
to die.” He went to the next door to 
Uncle Henry Tanner’s and told me to run 
and get his grandmother Tanner, which 
I did. When I got back Wylie was 
very sick, and we all did what we could 
for him. He died in about three-quarters 
of an hour. The pig was alive the last 
time I saw it, Saturday, and they say 


ii was dead Sunday morning. I did not 
poison Wylie, and I] had nothing to 
poison him with. We gave all that we 
got from Cam Brown to the dog. 

“I never confessed to poisoning Wylie. 
l had my head in Mrs. Tanner’s lap Sun- 
day after Wylie died, and [ understood 
her to ask me if I loved Wylie and Il 
said yes. 1 did not hear her ask me if 
L poisoned Wylie, and as soon as | 
understood that they claimed that lI 
had said yes to that question I denied 
it at once. [ did not poison Wylie, and 
i am not guilty of the charge.”

VICTOR MONTGOMERY RESTS. 
UNDER SHADOW OF FRIDAY 


Athens, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—Colonel 
Charles 8. Webb, who has just returned | 
home from Gainesville, where he has 
been for the past week assisting in the 
work of caring for the sufferers from 
the recent tornado, tells a very interest- 
ing story connected with Victor Mont- 
gomery, the owner of the mills that suf- 
fered in the Gainesville tornado and also 
the owner of the Pacolet mills that were 
destroyed by the flood in South Carolina 
last Friday night. 

Mr. Montgomery was talking to Colo- 
nel Webb last Tuesday night in Gaines- 
ville about the disaster that had come 
upon his property there and remarked 
that he had almost reached the conclu- 
sion that there was something in the 
superstition about beginning things on 
Friday. Mr. Montgomery said that when 
he went to Gainesville to look for a site 
for the mill he proposed to establish 
there it was on a Friday. He went Dack 
to South Carolina and reported to his 
board of directors and they met on Fri- | 
day. When he came. back to Gainesville 


and laid off the ground upon which the 
buildings were to be constructed it was 
on Friday. When the actual work of 
beginning the construction of the mill 
building was started it was Friday and 
he remarked to the superintendent of 
construction that there was a supersti- 
tion about beginning work on Friday. 
The superintendent laughed and said that 
he was born on Friday and the 13th of 
the month at that. Over a year ago Mr. 
Montgomery’s father happened to an ac- 
cident on one Friday in which he lost his 
life. So Mr. Montgomery told Colonel 
Webb that if the tornado had come on 
Friday he would not have been surprised. 
He went on home to Spartanburg and 
on last Friday night the great rain storm 
fell that swept away his entire fortune 
in the wreck and ruin of the Pacolet 
mills,

Have Something Left. 

The companies that have lost go heav- 
ily are by no means’ ruined, for a gen- 
eral estimate places the losses at not 
over 50 per cent of the total property of 
the companies. The Pacolet Manufac- 
turing Company has left the New Hol- 
land mills, with the new 25,000 spindle 
addition just being completed, while mill 
No. 3, at Pacolet, is only partially dam- 
aged. With these two milis in operation 


the Pacolet Manufacturing Company will | 


have in- the neighborhood of 75,000 spin- 
dies in operation, with a corresponding 
number of looms, % 

While the Clifton Company has lost a 
larger percentage of spindles than the 
‘Pacolet Manufacturing Company, the 
heaviest stockholders are the most op- 
timistic and there is no sentiment that 
can be discovered that would indicate 
anything other than that the directors 
intend to rebuild the mills or their equiv- 
alent in spindles. 

The Clifton Company today sent down 
instructions from their offices that all 
operatives in* mill No. 3, destroyed Sat- 
urday, should be paid off today. This 
will be a tremendous relief to the situa- 
tion there, as the operatives in No. 3 
include nearly half the population of the 
Clifton mills settlement. The company 
will pay off at mills 1 and 2 just as soon 
as possible. 

The Pacolet Mills Company announces 
that the operatives at the three mills at 
Pacolet will be paid off and this matter 
will be attended to just as soon as pos- 


‘sible. 


With the operatives. of the six mills 
destroyed or damaged ‘hy the storm paid 
off, and a month’s pay in hand, the sit- 
uation will be vastly improved as far as 
the operatives are concerned. 

Th® mills are doing all they can in 
the way of aiding those of the operatives 
who have -been rendered destitute by 
the flood. 

Taken as a whole, the outlook for the 
operatives is all that could be desired or 
expected in the face of such adverse 
circumstances.

The most important session of the 
Present meeting of the Emory college 
board of trustees was held last night un- 
tl a very late hour. Many matters of im-

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portance were discussed and voted on. 
tic unanimous vote Captain J. P. Wil- 
Hams, who, it was thought would resign, 
again accepted the presidency of the 
board. During his term of office Captain 
Williams has worked very hard for the 
success of Emory college, and it is consid- 
ered most fortunate that he was again 
elected president. 

Professor John Bonnell, who next year 
will have entire charge of the course in 
physics. asked the board at their meeting 
for new apparatus for the advance course 
last night for an appropriation of $7,100 
for new apparatus for the anvance 
course in physics which will be instituted 
next year. As Captain Williams offered 
to give $5,000 for this purpose, it is consid- 
ered certain that the board will appro- 
priate the remainder. $2,000. In Emory’s 
new science hall will accordingly be in- 
stituted a course in physics second to 
none in the south. 

The board last night reelected to pro- 
fessorships Professors William Lander 
Weber, chair of English; Professor H. H. 
Stone, chair of applied mathematics, and 
Professor M. T. Peed, of the chair of 
mathematics. These professors all are 
very prominent in Emory college affairs 
and their election for another three years 
is a great assurance to the friends of the 
college. Under Mr. Weber, the Emory 
college dinning hall was started this year 
and proved a great success. 

Professor D. N. Turner, of Greensboro, 
Ala.. was electéd yesterday to the chair 
of Latin. to success Dr. M. H. Arnold, 
who will accept a professorship at a 
northern college. Professor Turner is one 
of the most prominent Latin scholars in 
the south, having taken an A. M. degree 
at Vanderbilt unlversity. He comes to 
Emory from Southwestern university, and 
his place there will be taken by Professor 
Andrew Sledd, who resigned the Emory 
chair of Latin last summer. 

The board has as yet come to no definite 
decision about the new professor for the 
new chair of chemistry, but a prominent 
member of the board statéd this morn- 
ing that the new course was certain to 
be instituted and only minor details were 
now being discussed. There is a decided 
rumor that Professor Frederick Duncan, 
who has this year been assistant pro- 
fessor of natural science, will be elected 
to the chair of chemistry. He is ah ex- 
cellent chemist and a thorough student 
and will make a wise selection for this 
chair. 

Sunday’s Constitution stated that Dr. 
Charles E. Dowman resigned as trustee 
of the college on account of lack of time 
and business. Dr. Dowman asked your 
correspont this morning to correct this 
Statement, as his transferring to the south 
Georgia conference retired him from the 
board of trustees. Dr. Dowman is a firm 
Supporter of Emory and was very de- 
sirous of having this correction made, 

Many matters of importance came be- 
fore the board at their evening meeting. 
The matter of enlarging the dining hall 
is one of them. Professor Weber desies 
to enlarge the hall, so as to seat 125 
boarders and it is almost certain that the 
board will appropriate money for this.

This afternoon in the college church 
the junior oratorical contest was held 
before a large and enthusiastic audience.

An esteemed contemporary, The 
Milwaukee News, commenting on The

in that country. 

But when the esteemed News cou- 
ples with its idea of backing up the 
administration the other idea that the 
only way to do that is to vote for 
the perpetuation of the administration 
it is asking too much. of the south. 
We have local and national interests 
of far greater worth to us, to our civ- 
ilization and our posterity than the 
cotton trade in China. The republican 
party does not stand for those inter- 
ests, but wars against them from start 
to finish of its internal policies. And 
the republican party, not the south, is 
primarily and wholly responsible for 
the creation of the politically solid 
south.

Editor Constitution: Living in the south 
has resulted in quickening. the sympa- 
thies and broadening the patriotism of 
many ex-fedéral’ soldiers. ‘Colonel W. H. 
Catts, of ’Granbury, Tex., is perhaps the 
most congpicuous example of this class, 
and certainly he is a man whom every 
southerney should delight to honor 

The .exercises to day in Alton, Ills., at 
the confederate cemetery were of such 
nature as gives one a better opinion of 
folks in general and-northerners in par- 
ticular. Cape jessamines from the south 
blended with June roses of the north, and 
fair, tender hands of northern ladies 
strewed the graves of unnamed patriots.. 

It was Colonel W. H. Catts, of Texas, 
an ex-federal soldier, into whose heart 
and mind first came the thought of res- 
cuing from oblivion and possibly the 
plough share, the graves of ex-confeder- 
ate soldiers, who had died in northern 
prisdns. For this cause he came back to 
the home of his birth dt historic Alton. 
A kindred spirit in the person of H. J. 
Bowman, a leading citizen and mer- 
chant of Alton, joined heartily in the en- 
terprise and from the start: became the 
local leader in this most praisworthy 
undertaking. This movement had at- 
tracted so much attention that this 
year’s decoration exercises .were taken in 
charge by the St. Louis branch of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy. A _ pro- 
gramme under their auspices had been 
arranged with St. Louis parties in the 
lead, but the floods having made travel- 
ing so perilous, the St. Louis contingent 
failed to make their appearance. The 
Alton people, irrespective of past differ- 
ences, promptly came to the front and 
from first’to last the exercises were not 
allowed to drag... 

Very appropriately the first addréss 
was by Colonel '‘Catts, whose bronze face 
and hearty bearing bespoke the true 
Texan. Other addresses by local speak- 
ers filled vacancies of waterbound ora- 
tors from a distance. The dominant 
thought in each and every speech, though 
coming from northern people, was a tri- 
bute to the sincerity as well as the bray- 
ery of the southern soldier and a glad 
recognition of the fact we all have known 
so long, that the southern soldier of to- 
day is not a whit behind his northern 
brother in loyal devotion to the flag and 
nation, 

The present writer had the opportunity 
in the closing address to speak for the 
southern people. The aim of his words 
was to set forth, in simple language, the 
thought that the present day’s exercises 
were in essence the granting of the south- 
ern people's terms necessary to complete 
reconciliation. | 

Another thought was born in the fertile 
mind of this earnest, true-hearted Colo- 
nel Catts and that was the erection of a 
monument here on the high bluff over- 
looking the Mississippi river. The monu- 
ment to be composed of alternate blocks 
of blue and gray granite.

WOOD T0 RULE 
FIERCE MOROS 


General Is Selected for That 
Post by Philippine Com- 
| mission, 


Manila, June 9.—The Philippine commis- 
sion has enacted a bill providing 
for the government of the Mores, 
Governor Taft and Major Genera] Davis 
jointly drafted it. The measure practical- 
ly makes the Moro provinces an auton- 
omous colony of the Philippines with the 
Philippine government controlling and 
creating an appointive legislative council 
to provide local laws, the committee re- 
serving the right to amend or annul 
them. 

The council is to be composed of a 
governor, secretary, treasurer, engineer. 
attorney and superintendent of schools. 
Governor Taft will appoint the officials. 
The bill will extend the jurisdiction of 
the Philippine courts and constabulary 
to the province and will recognize Moro 
laws. which do not confict with American 
laws. The méagure also directs the codi- 
fication of the tribal laws, creates Moro 
courts, provides that the Philippine courts 
shall try cases between Meros and 
Christians, gives the province it: net cus- 
toms and forestry collections and au- 
thorizes the council to abolish slavery. 
The province is divided into five dis- 
tricts, Sulu, Zamboanga, Lanao, Cota- 
bato and Davao. 

The bill provides for a partial military 
government, and it is expected that Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood will be the first gov- 
ernor of the Moro province.

Coal Magnate Is Quizzed by 


the Commerce Com- 
mission. 


New York, June 9.—Hearing in the in- 
vestigation of the complaint of W. R. 
Hearst against the coal carrying roads 
was continued before the interstate com- 
merce commission today when President 
Baer was recalled by the commission and 
examined by Commissioner Prouty. 

In reply to the first question, President 
Baer said the rates charged on cval from 
the anthracite regions tapped by the 
Reading system, about 180 miles, to tide- 
water, ig $1.55 a ton. 

Thirty or forty years experience had 
shown, Mr. Baer eaid, that the coal could 
be carried for less. 

“Notwithstanding the enormous increase 
of traffic,” he said. “the cost of trans- 
portation has increased. The rates have 
not increased but the cost of supplies, 
except steel rails, has. advanced within 
the last few years. Im wages alone on, 
the Reading system, the increase last, 
year was %$1,200,000.’’ . 

During the strike Mr. Baer said, the 
Reading system lost more than $1,500,000 
in freight alone on anthracite and that 
was in excess of the $515,000 increase in 
the freights received from the bituminoug 
coal. 

For nearly half an hour Mr. Prouty 
questioned the witness as* to the fiscal 
report of the Philadelphia and Reading 
system and its leased lines. Mr. Prouty 
wanted to know why a gross item of 
nearly $2,000,000 was shown in the rates as 
“improvements” and asked for details. 

“I do not understand,’’ Mr. Baer replied, 
“that your commission has jurisdiction 
over the way the Reading shall keep its 
books or to what account it shall charge 
the moneys expended for improvements.” 
“The commission does not claim such 
jurisdiction,”” Mr. Prouty replied, ““but has 
the right jnder the congressional pro- 
vision to know what the railroad com- 
pany dees with the money it earns 80 
as to be able to determine if its own- 
ers are fair and reasonable.” 

Witness said. if he had known the com- 
mission wanted a detailed statement of 
expenditures, he would have had it made 


‘ts reply to questions, Mr. Baer said the 
Reading Company owned all the stock 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company and the Reading Coal and Iron 
Company. 

“Well.” asked Commissioner Prouty, 
“how does it make any difference what 
rate the railroad company charges to the 
coal company for carrying the coal?” 

“If you reduce the rate on coal, the 
carrying company cannot pay fits ex- 
penses. Under the laws of Pennsylvania 
the three companies are distinct. Eeach 
has its own expenses to meet and fixed 
charges to defray.” 

“But if the railroad company earns 
less the coal company will make more?” 
queried the cummissioner. 

‘If you guarantee that a reduction in 
the carrying rate will not decrease the 
price of coal and so ruin the coal com- 
pany as welt asthe railroad company, 
your contention, may be correct.”’ Mr. 
Baer replied. “Butil think you are wrong. 
Anyway, I dowbt-if the great state of 
Pennsylvania wills allow her great cor- 
porationg and her c@al fields to be spoliat- 
ed for the good of the rest of the United 
States. I think ft more likely that spec- 
jal inducements will be made to manu- 
facturers to come to Pennsylvania and 
consume the coal of the state within the 
limits of the state.” 


BOTH WERE PUT UNDER BOND. 


Arrest of Two Young Men at Bain- 
bridge. 

Valdosta, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—Dep- 
uty United States Marshal Griffin ar- 
rested Lucien O’Donnell, the 14-year-old 
son of ex-Postmaster O’Donnell, of Bain- 
bridge, and Walter Bracken, a young 
livery stable man of that city, and 
brought them to Valdosta yesterday for 
a hearing before United States Commis- 
Sioner Johnson. O'Donnell is charged 
with embezzling about $150 worth of 
Stamps from the postoffice in  Bain- 
bridge while his father was postmaster, 
and Bracken is charged with’ receiving 
the stolen stamps. 

Owing to the illness of the commis- 
sioner here he was unable to proceed 
with the trial of young O'Donnell and 
his companion and they were released 
under a $400 bond each, which Bracken’'s 
father gave. The young men will be 
tried next week. 

A shortage of about $800 was recently 
discovered in the Bainbridge office, while 
the elder O'Donnell was postmaster. 
His bondsmen made good the shortage.

Statement Is Made by Chief 
structor Bowle:.

The flanges of some of the rollers were 
broken as a result of the unusual tests, 
and it probably will be necessary to re- 
move the turret in order to make the re- 
pairs.

New York, June 9.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket went through an extraordinary series

Lawyer Crane and Bailiff 
Barnes Are Fined for 
Fighting. 


A very sensational trial was what the 
investigation by the recorder of the fight 
between Attorney Samuel C. Crane and 
Bailiff M. F. Barnes turned out to be 
yesterday afternoon. During the trial 
the lawyer called the bailiff a ‘liar.” 
There were charges and counter charges, 
and when the history of the fight was 
gone into some allegations were made 
that showed a bitter state of feeling 
between the parties. 

The lawyer came out best in the trial, 
as he was fined only $5.75 and the bailiff 
$10.75. 

The fight took place opposite the office 
of Justice Bloodworth, with whom 
Barnes is employed, and while the bailiff 
was selling a lot of furniture which had 
been levied upon. ; 

Among the goods were the effects of 
a né@gro woman, a client of Attorney 
Crane. Over these effects there had 
been a long and bitter legal war.. The 
lawyer had left no stone unturned to 
protect his client, and the bailit nad 
been equally as vigilant in. carrying out 
what he believed to be the law. 

In his statement to the recorder At- 
torney Crane said in substance: 

“I had done nothing except what was 
legal in order to protect my client. 
Barnes circulated all sorts of evil re- 
ports about me, and once I met him 
in his office and called him a liar and 
a thief, He did not resent it. Yesterday 
when the furniture was sold I was there 
with my client. Barnes got up publicly 
and alluded to me as a Cheap John law- 
yer. I asked him to come out in the 
open and tell me that. He would not 
do so, and I called him a very ugly 
name. I admit that. Then when he still 
would not meet me I advanced toward 
him with nothing but my open hands. 
He, like a coward, struck. me over the 
head with a bed-silat.’’ 

Barnes admitteqd he used the bed-silat 
and said: 

“The cause of all this trouble is my 
serving Crane with fi. fas. for seven 
years’ of license as a lawyer, which he 
had been dodging. This man has been 
disbarred in Columbus, and—’’ 

“You are a liar,’ exclaimed Attorney 
Crane. 

The recorder warned the lawyer to be 
more careful. ; 

‘‘The truth about those fi. fas. is, your 
honor,”’ stated the attorney, “Barnes 
hunted them up after I had got after 
him about his bond and about the ille- 
gal manner in which he had acted. He 
did it for spite, and when he secured the 
fi. fas. | went to the tax collector and 
paid him $101. The statement that I was 
ever disbarred is utterly false.”’ 

Bailiff Barnes was represented by At- 
torney R. B. Blackburn, and Crane was 
represented by Judge Hines. Both law- 
yers made a few remarks. 

Recorder Broyles, in summing up the 
testimony of the witnesses, said: 

“From the evidence it appears that 
Barnes started the row by making allu- 


sions about Crane; but Crane ought not 
to have used the language he did. Then, 
when Crane advanced on Barnes, the 
latter should not have used the bed-slat. 
I therefore fine Crane $% and costs and 
Barnes $10 and costs.’’
